NOTE. 


The greater portion of this Collection of Pictures was 
formed by Sir Abraham Hume, Bt. (1749 to 1838), a well- 
known connoisseur and collector of Works of Art, during 
many visits to Venice, Bologna and other parts of Italy 
between the years 1786 and 1800, others being purchased 
in this country and in Flanders. 

On the death of Sir Abraham Hume the pictures became 
the property of his grandson Viscount Alford (son of the 
first Earl Brownlow), whose wife. Lady Marian Alford, 
daughter of the Marquess of Northampton, added to the 
Collection. 

The pictures were distributed among the different 
houses, and those- now offered for sale by the Executors of 
the late Earl Brownlow are from Ashridge, Berkhamsted, 
and those from 8 Carlton House Terrace are the property 
of Lord Brownlow.

In front of a pent-house with thatched roof, the 
Madonna, in red dress and blue cloak lined with red, kneels 
on the ground bending in adoration over the Infant Saviour, 
Who lies asleep in a wicker cradle; St. Joseph is seated 
by her side, in dark dress with large brown cloak, 
reverently looking on with his hands together as in prayer, 
the ox and the ass are seen in the background; on the left 
is a shepherd, in brown dress, kneeling on his left knee, 
his arms crossed, holding a wooden staff, by his side are a 
basket of eggs and two dead pigeons, and behind is a 
younger peasant, in white shirt with blue slashed coat, 
carrying a wooden staff on his right shoulder and holding 
his hat in his left hand; in the upper right-hand corner 
an Angel is seen descending; through the open wooden
